Make a hedge of them, planting about four feet apart in single rows.

These trees are selected and not seedlings, but trees that are compact 
from the ground up. They will stand transplanting and exposure. Never use cheap forest seedlings, as 
not develop into proper trees for a windbrake. Nursery grown trees cost more to begin with but ’are 
est in the long run. 


If you want to live, where you are and have a different climate, plant a windbrake of Evergreens. It is like 
moving 300 miles south. Plant them 5 ft. apart in four rows, using Austrian Pine, Norway Spruce or White Pine.
